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1. In addition to items already covered by talking points 
prepared by Department/ Embassy would suggest that Secretary 
may wish to touch upon two additional points in his private 
discussion with FonMin Vignes: 

(a) the increasingly difficult situation in which some 
American Businesses are finding themselves in Argentina 
because they cannot get decisions from the GOA; e 0 g„ ITT 
is on the verge of declaring bankruptcy and several of the 
automobile companies are on the verge of closing their doors; 

(b) Secretary may wish to allude to Egan murder simply by 
mentioning■to FonMin that he will be seeing Mrs. Egan later 
on in the day. 
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2 0 Embassy suggests that at some point in conversations 
during th^&ay Assistant Secretary Rogers may wish to, 
mention Egan case to Undersecretary Beltramino or 
Ambassador Molina Salas, express USG*s appreciation for 
the GOA f s cooperation and remind him that the tJSG looks 
forward to seeing results of the GOA*s investigation as 
to why the guards had been withdrawn from the Consular 
Agent*s home. 
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
